trifling depredations among his pigs and 
chickens.

ceptionally rare in the Southern States 
The bulk of crime in that section is not 
directed against property, but against 
persons."

The spread of this dread disease 


among the cattle of the United States 
is a subject that justly demands the at- 
tention of the farmers of the country. 
and especially of Illinois, where the 
ca.ttle interest is of such vast impor- 
tance, and the report that forty thou 
sand calves have been biought to Chi- 
cago within the past five months from 
the dairy districts of the east (in some 
of which this pest exists) and sold to 
the cattle feeders of the west, ought to 
arouse the people most directly interest- 
ed to * sense of their danger. It is 
claimed by those, who have made the 
matter a study that if this disease ever 
gets » foothold in the cattle districts of 
the western states it will be next to 
impossible lo stamp it out, and it there- 
fore behooves the people of this region 
to be on their guard. 


OINERAL HARRISON, of Indiana, 


tells a good story on himself that illus- 
trates one of the peenliarities of what 
is known as " popular government," 
Daring the campaign of 1876, when he 
was running against Blue Jeans Wil- 
liams for the governorship, General 
Harri&on was one day riding with Sen- 
ator Morion. 


"Ben," said Morton, yon must take 


off those kid gloves. So lone as yon 
waar them yon will fail to win the 
hearts of this people." 


And it will be remembered that Blue 


Jeans carried the day. 


THBRS is a club.of "farmers" at 


Philadelphia, at which President Hayes 
has bem entertained—horny-fisted fel- 
lows, all of them, who plow, and hoe 
potatoes summers, husk corn, split 
wood, and fodder cattle winter times, 
and who are frequently seen driving 
loads of hay or potatoes into Philadel- 
phia to trade for "store vit'als." There 
is farmer Thomas A. Soott, and farmer 
Boa Cameron, farmer John Welsh,

«ioiiers to enumerate the Indians have 
iroved abortive, the New York Times \ 
says, on account of the shyness and 
ihe peculiar superstition of the aborig- 
ines. The Indians, particularly the 
very wild ones, are exceedingly sensitive 
in regard 
to furoishing intelligence 


about their families, and resent any in- 
quiry on the subject. 
Some of the 


tribes hold it to be an insult to make 
any direct reference to certain family 
relationships. The notions prevalent 
among savages as to names are also sin- 
gular. 
Most Indians have two names, 


— one of them common and public, gen- 
erally used in sportive familiarity ; the 
other private, and so seldom spoken as 
to be well nigh sacred. This second 
name is the real name, and to apply it. 
ordinarily to its bearer is often deemed 
a deliberate affront. 
The bulk of all 


the nntamcd tribes are superstitious 
about giving statistical information con- 
cerning themselves, their families, or 
their affairs. 
They believe that to do 


so is an evil omen, and that misfor- 
tune will be the consequence. 
They 


are suspicious to the last degree of the 
whiten at all times and under all cir- 
cumstances. 
When they do not thor- 


oughly understand the object of any- 
thing — and their understanding is nec- 
essarily very limited — they imagine 
some harm is intended them. 
Most of 


them would be burned at the stake 
rather than mnl>e answer to the ques- 
tions of the census agent. 


Coffee Cnme Down to Slay. 


The recent decline in colfee, of w'licli 


this country uses more than any other 
nation in the world, and five times as 
much as Great Untain, will probably 
prove permanent, as it is due, not to 
the casual over-supply, but to a change 
in the manner of conducting the trade. 
Itailroads, recently constructed 
from 


Jtio Janeiro, bring the 
coffee 
more 


speedily from 
the 
plantations, and 


steamers, which have supplanted til- 
ing vessels, have greatly shortened the 
trip from Brazil to this country. 
The 


trade in coffee, in other word?, has gone 
through the same singular change as 
the trade in tea. 
The day for great 


firms buying by the ship-load and car- 
rying great stocks has passed. Orders 
by cable, ehipmen's by steam and pur- 
chases by job lots have taken the place 
of the slow but princely methods of a 
few years back. 


TUB United States census of 1810, 


which was the first one where elements 
other than that of population were in- 
troduced, shows 24 woolen factories 
that spun yarn, and 9,25S,2l!9 yards of 
woolen cloth woven in families, valued 
at *i,413,000. 
In 1860 woolen estab- 


lishments had increased to 2,020, em- 
ploying 46,000 work people of various 
graden, and producing goods valued at 
$67,300,000 annual ty. 
The demand 


for blankets and clothing for the sol- 
diers during the rebellion caused a 
general advance in prices, and a cor- 
responding increase in factories, so that 
in 1870 persons employed in the manu- 
facture numbered 97,000, who produced 
goods valued at $177,000,800. The 
demand for woolen fabrics naturally 
increases with the population. Since 
1S33 this country has imported wool, 
either manufactured or in the raw, to 
the value of over $1.200,000, and for 
the past four yeara, in the aggregate, 
$170,000,000 has been brought in; 
while the export has been comparative- 
ly trifling. 
In 1875 the total duties 


on wool and woolen textures amounted 
to $30,914,036, which is the largest 
annual revenue* the goverument has 
received on these articles, with the ex- 
ception of the four years previous to 
1848. 
By this exhibition it will be 


seen that the wool-grower in the United 
States meets with a remunerative re- 
ward for his labor. In fact, it is another 
evidence that almost any legitimate 
occupation in this country "pays" when 
properly attended to. — Ar. I", flwwnw- 
cin!

IN TROUBLE. 


The Wesleyan University at 


Bloomington. 


FOItTTS. 


Ii.r.., December U.— 


The Board of Trustees ol the \\Vsleyan 
University met this evening to consider 
the very vita! and perplexing question 
of college finance?. For years the uni- 
versity has been carrying a crushing 
burden ot debt, and able officers have 
done everything possible to lift and li- 
quidate its obligations. In 1875 tho 
financial outlook of the university was 
flittering. 
In September of that year 


the Trustees borrowed $33,000 of East- 
ern capitalists and gave a trust deed on 
the buildings and grounds. 
In addition 


to this security an individual note was 
given by the late John Magoon and oth- 
ers. It is safe to say that hud the es- 
tate of Mr. Magoon remained unin- 
volved the university would have been 
$100,000 in hand, which would have 
freed it from debt and afforded it a 
most muniSceat endowment, but the 
failure of the home bank swept Mr. 
Magoon's property into the hands of a 
receiver, and sadly darkening the bright 
prospects of the college. Some months 
ago the holder of thc'$30,000 note en- 
joined the receiver, Hon. Lawrence Wcl- 
don, from paying out any 
further 


amounts on the home bank fai'ure until 
the obligation of Magoon's note, which 
was a prior elaios, was met. it is un- 
derstood that there is at present over 
$120,000 from the Magoon estalc in the 
receiver's hands, with more to come. 
The five years' note expired last Au- 
gust, and the holders, through their 
agent, Mr. Hudson Burr, luvo fore- 
closed the ^mortgage and offered the 
property for sale on the 10th proximo, 
to get this note. Tlic university has in 
cash, in notes collected and in good 
subscriptions at least $25,000, making 
due allowance for all shrinkage. This 
money was raised at the last commence- 
ment and during the summer vacation, 
largely through Dr. Adams' personal 
salicitation. 
This leaves $10,000 to 


be raised, and the importance of raisi 
this ia greatly [augmented by the fact 
that the bulk of the amount already 
pledged is conditional upon raising the 
wholo. How to provide for the $10,000 
deficit is the question for the trustees 
to-morrow.

settlers. 
Maj. Randall, Commander of 


Kort Reno, arrived just at daylight, and 
announced that reinforcements

hurrying up from the fort. 
This will 


not in the least deter the settlers. The 
Colonists are bitter against Jno. D. 
Miles, the Indian agent, who they claim 
has twelve thousand head of cattle in 
the Territory and ia inspiring this oppo- 
sition, five wagons and 20 men joined 
the colonists here. 
The Mayor and a 


long procession of citizens ot Caldwoll, 
headed by a brass band, came out to 
meet the colonists. They were escort- 
ed through the principal streets—ladies 
waving their handkerchiefs and the 
men cheering. Judge Lanch, attorney 
of the colony, came down from Wichita 
and la in consultation with the leaders 
to-night, and it is hoped there will be 
no trouble.
